Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: A telephone call was made to applicant's representative to inform 
that claims 1 and 6 will be allowable if references to Fisher syndrome is removed from claim 6. Examiner also indicated 
that claims 2 and 8 are not in condition of allowance for the reasons of record, specifically mouse model of claim 1 
does not show symptoms consistent with Fisher syndrome. Applicant's representative returned call on September 4, 
2007 to confirm that applicant's would like to cancel claim 2 and 8 and would accept Examiner's amendment to claim 6 
to remove Fisher syndrome. Applicants also accepted to amendments to claim 6 reciting "a screening method of 
identifying candidate agent for treatment of Guillain-Barre syndrome comprising, 

(i) administering a test substance to the mouse model of claim 1 ; 

(ii) measuring the level of anti-GQ 1b antibody present in said mouse model of 
the syndrome; and 

(iii) observing said mouse model of the syndrome for the degree of peripheral neuropathy wherein paralysis of the tail 
and hind legs occurs; 

wherein said test substance has an effect against Guillain-Barre syndrome when the level of anti-GQ1b antibody and 
the degree of peripheral neuropathy are decreased, as compared to said mouse model not receiving the test 
substance.

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.11 1, 1.135. (35 U.S.G. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt.

attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and P r °P er ;f^ dat ^ 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.
